ed deaths of alleged conspirators 
in the Berlin-proclaimed plot which 
culminated in the July 20 bomb 
explosion nt a Hitler headquarters. 


Today's executions took' place 


two-hours after conclusion of the 
tiial of von Witzleben and tlie 
seven others, all of whom had 
been expelled previously trom the 
ai my. 


An official account of yester- 


day's tiial. bioadcast by DNB. 
disclosed the alleged plot against 
Hitler had been hatching: since 
last summer. 
Col. Count Claus 


von Stauffcnberg, named by Ber- 
lin as the actual assassin, was 
declared to have brought explos- 
ives into Hitler's presence twice 
bcfoie July 20—but to have re- 
frained from letting- them go be- 
cause Hcnrich Himmler. Gestapo 
chief, was not with Hitler—"He 
was to be finished at the sonic 
time." 


Three former generals and four 


lesser officers \veic tried with von 
Witzlcben. who was quoted as tes- 
tifying that he and Col. Gen. Lud- 
wig Beck were to have headed the 
military under the coup. 


Beck, former chief of the Ger- 


man general staff, committed sui- 
cide, Berlin .said, alter frustration

Mastitis Control 


The emergency program for the 


control of bovine mastitis as a 
primary aim to increase milk pro- 
duction among dairy cows in Illi- 
. nois has been favorably received 
by herd owners. 
More than 12,- 


000 dairy cows" have been tested 
for 
mastitis. 
Improvement 
in 


• production has been noted follow- 


ing the adoption of control meas- 
ures, according to the department 
of animal pathology and hygiene. 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


The success of the program de- 


pends .upon the attention owners 
continue to give to control meas- 
ures. A knowledge of the infect 
ed cows, proper milking and sani- 
tation arc 
most 
important in 


checking the spread of the dis-, 
ease. The first necessary step in 
the control of mastitis is to de- 
termine the presence or absence 
of infection in each -animal in the 
herd. Cows that are infected need 
special 
management. 
Infected 


cows, whether they have or have 
not shown the presence of mas- 
titis as indicated by swollen quar- 
ters or stringy mill-:, may spread 
the disease. 


Two empty stanchions should 


separate non-infected and infect- 
ed animals. This method may be 
used when strict segregation can- 
not be put into effect. Watchful 
ness will be required in handling 
the cows, keeping the stanchions, 
flooring, gutters, platforms 
and 


milking equipment clean in order 
to avoid the spread of chronic in- 
fectious mastitis. 


Don't let Any of 
Hired Help Depart 


Illinois farmers were cautioned 


not' to let hired help leave regu- 
lar jobs because Jack of ram in 
some areas has speeded up grain 
harvesting. -x

by Paul E. Johnston, state super- 
visor of emergency farm labor.

who arc 


turned off now 
will cither be

ers make 'every effort to keep

is 
completed. 


"We cannot count on getting as

month of the year.

was last spring when we had a 
temporary 
surplus 
of eggs. At 


that time the government was 
legally obligated to support prices 
so the yearly average would be 
90% of parity. 


Official figures show they did 


it. 
But some of the eggs they 


bought for $9.00 a case, were sold 
for five cents a case. The tax- 
payers, including you and me. 
stood the difference. • 
1'ricc of I'o-ity Will Be Control 
To the extent that price influ- 


ences production. 100% 
parity 


would encourage more production 
than 90%. Price ceilings would

and fully ripe before picking them 
for canning, advises Mr. Somers. 
This stage is evidenced by the 
deepening red color of the outer 
skin which marks the highest le- 
vclopmcnt of internal color and 
flavor in the fruit. 


It is comparatively easy for 


amateur gardeners to detect this 
stage after a bit of practice. It is 
generally reached from four to 
seven days later than the best 
stage for shipping tomatoes. 
A 


sound ripe tomato will stay in 
good condit-or. for a period from 
four to six days, according to 
weather conditions.

sheds of Illinois have .volunteered 
to wage war against chronic in- 
fection mastitis in order 
to 
in- 


crease milk production and to con- 
trol or eradicate the disease from 
their herds, according to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Agri- 
culture. 
The results 
of 
initial 


tests have .indicated that 99 pel- 
cent of the herds and -10 per cent 
of the cows were infected. 
From 


these results, there is reason to 
bclicvc the statement that mas- 
titis is sending more dairy cows 
to slaughter than Bang's disease 
and tuberculosis -combined. 


Cooperation between dairymen 


and war food assistants working 
under the dairy extension special- 
ist of the college and milk sani- 
tarians in different districts of 
Illinois have begun to pay divi- 
dends as shown by improvement 
in many herds.

5. Immunize all pigs against 


hog cholera near weaning time.

from the home herd for at least 
three weeks. Be certain that they 
have been immunized against hog 
cholera by the so-called double or 
simultaneous method. 


7. When njgs sicken, remove 


them from the herd and obtain a 
veterinary diagnosis.

containers of food. When you lift 
lids, raise them at the buck to 
allow the steam to escape away 
from your face and arms. 
Keep 


all handles of utensils turned in— 
away from the edge of the stove. 
Verv serious accidents have re- 
sulted from a ' kettle of boiling 
water or a utensil of hot food be- 
ing overturned by hitting the han- 
dle which was permitted to ex- 
tend beyond the edge of the range. 


Cuts are icsponsible for a share 


of the accidents that occur dur- 
ing food preparation, too. Dis- 
pose of all broken glass and dish- 
es immediately. \Vrap it securely 
and mark it "glass" before you 
put it into the garbage can or 
waste basket. Store sharp knives 
and forks in separate compart- 
ments or hang them in plain view 
of the worker. 
Wash all sharp 


knives and cutters separately and 
one at a time.

Polish Mission to .Moscow 
The mission to Moscow of Pol- 


ish Premier Mikolajczyk can be 
motivated only by the hope of a 
compromise settlement of the long 
and bitter Polish-Russian dispute. 
The exiled Polish government in 
London is in no position to do- 
man. It can only ask. and hope 
that Premier Stalin will -see fit 
to give it a place, along with Die 
Russian-supported Polish Commit- 
tee of National Liberation, in the 
new government of Poland. 


It would be to Premier Stalin's 


advantage to do this. 
To ignore 


the prewar Polish government un- 
doubtedly would alienate the sym- 
pathy of many Poles, 
including 


members 
of 
the 
underground 


army, whose support would be of 
great help in the present fighting. 
It would also be a contradiction 
of the avowed self determination 
subscribed to by the United Na- 
tions. 


The Polish government in exile 


is a coalition 
of 
the 
Socialist, 


Peasant, Christian Labor and Na- 


tional Democrat parties which ex- 
isted befoic the German invasion. 
Communists were excluded fiom 
the prewar government, which cer- 
tainly complicates the present sit- 
uatlo'n. 
But for Ru.-ssla now to 


impose .1 government distasteful 
to the majority of Poles would not 
offer much hope for future peace. 


On the other hand. Premier Sta- 


lin obviously will not consider the 
exiled government's desire to cre- 
ate a Poland which can play off 
Germany against 
Russia, as It 


tried to "do in the past. The actual 
attempts 
to 
do 
that 
seldom 


worked to anyone's advantage, 
least of all, Poland's. 
For years 


the Poles were under the domina- 
tion of Russia or Germany, when 
they were not actually being ruled 
by one or the other country. 
So 


the Russian solution may be the 
best for Poland. 


Mr. Stalin wants 
no 
"buffer 


state'1 next to him. 
His evident 


goal is close co-operation of 
the 


Slavic countries, aimed at sup- 
pressing any growth of German 
power and aggressiveness. 
This 


ought to meet with the approval 
of everybody except the Germans. 
Even the Polish government that 
has 
opposed Mr. Stalin's plans 


shouldn't object on that score. 


Whether the Russian premier 


wants to sovietixc Poland remains 
to be seen. A fair guess might be 
that he does not. For'one thing, 
the Comintern is officially abol- 
ished, though it might be revived. 
For another. Russia is going to be 
faced with a tremendous postwar 
task of rebuilding and readjust- 
ment.

Most important, Russia has no

/"iNE of the Eisenhower brothers 
^ once asked his mother, '•How, 
Mother, did you ever manage to 
bring us up?" 
• "Didn't you ever catch1 on?" she 


• asked confidentially. "Don't you 
remember there was always lots 
'of work'to do around the place— 
and that you were always busy do- 
ing it?" 


The six Eisenhower brothers 


learned, and learned early, that 
success in life must be earned; 
that nothing worthwhile can be 
gained save through effort. 
All 


the' boys had regular assignments 
of work. Thus their family 'in- 
come was supplemented by home- 
grown vegetables and fruit, with 
dairy products and poultry pro- 
duced by mother and sons. This 
work required of the boys was 
also a deliberate technique of their 
mother's: She was concerned with 
building character. She'was all 
too aware that idle, healthy, fun- 
loving lads are likely to get them- 
selves into serious trouble.' She 
provided tliCTn with disciplined, 
useful outlets for their healthy 
energies. 


Each of the boys had assigned 


chores, but these were changed 
every week to avoid boredom. For 
instance, the boys took turns by 
•wc-eks in getting up at 5:30 in the 
morning to build the kitchen fire 
and put on the mush, then driving 
their father to work. They took 
turns in selling and delivering 
eggs, chickens, vegetables and 
fruit. The money, of course, was 
turned over to the family "bank- 
er," who was the'father. 


The older boys took jobs on 


neighboring farms or in the Belle 
Springs Creamery, helping finance 
the growing family. 
Arthur, the 


oldest boy, is reported to be the 
only one of the six who didn't 
milk the cow. Always dignified 
and careful of his dress, lie pre- 
ferred to do extra work to make 
up for not doing his share of the 
milking. 


To understand Dwight today— 


his absolute lack of pretension, 
his genuine friendliness, his talent, 
amounting to genius, for handling 
men of all types and making them 
almost worship him, his touch 
"fighting heart"—you have to un- 
derstand his upbringing as one of 
six boys.

Heinrich Haider, one-time member 
of Marshal .Erwin Rommel's Af- 
rika corps, testified that he and 
Corp. August Loesche^ also 31, 
were met by the Uiree in an au- 
tomobile after -fleeing from the 
internment 
camp 
at 
Trinidad.

fore Pearl Harbor lived at Ingle- 
wood, Calif. 


Unexpected Turn 


Yesterday's session took an un- 


expected turn when Haider testi- 
fied he planned the escape so he 
could "fight against the Hitler 
gang." 
The German army cor- 


poral, who claimed he is an Aus- 
trian by birth, said he served two 
years in a German concentration 
camp for urging, the Austrian peo- 
ple "to rise up against the Hitler 
power and help free the country 
again." 


In addition, Haider said his es- 


cape was prompted by fear of 
nazis in Uie internment camp, par- 
ticularly a nazi first sergeant in 


charge of one of the compounds. 


The corporal 
said lie 
finally 


asked an American officer if he 
could transfer to another camp. 
"He told me no. He said the only 
way to protect the anti-nazis 'was 
to put them in the guardhouse and 
keep 
them there," Haider testi- 


fied. 


Haider said he told Mrs. Wal- 


lace of his misfortunes in an ef- 
fort to elicit aid. 
He said Mrs. 


Wallace 
tried to dissuade 
him 


from the escape attempt, but later 
told him "I will sec what 1 can 
do for you" when he told her he 
and Loescher were resolved to es- 
cape and needed civilian clothes. 


The two prisoners

tured by the FBI at Watrous. X. 
Mox., two days after their escape 
and
